“Only  you  can  prevent  forest 
fires!”  “Happy  New  Year,  Forest  Service!  Glad  you’re  here!”  “Give  a  Hoot, 
Don’t  Pollute!”  “Way  to  go.  Forest  Service!” 

Seas  of  people  waving  hands,  a  cheering  roar  of  thousands  of  voices, 
the  thunderous  clapping  of  hundreds  of  hands,  smiling  faces,  blowing 
horns,  TV  cameras,  the  throbbing  drum  beats  of  the  bands,  and  the  Forest 
Service  banner  proudly  snapping  in  the  breeze  —  these  were  the  sights  and 
sounds  of  the  Tournament  of  Roses  Parade. 

This  year,  Americans  will  celebrate  the  lOOth  anniversery  of  the 
establishment  of  the  National  Forest  Reserves.  To  begin  the  celebration,  the 
Forest  Service  p^lrticipated  in  the  1991  Tournament  of  Roses  Parade  in 
Pasadena,  California.  The  Northern  Region  took  the  lead  in  planning  and 
coordinating  our  participation. 

Because  equestricin  (horse)  units  are  among  the  most  popular  traditions 
of  the  parade,  the  Northern  Region  chose  the  famous  Ninemile  Mule  Pack 
Train,  along  with  20  horse  riders,  to  represent  the  agency.  According  to

parade  officials,  our  unit  was  one  of,  if  not  the,  largest  equestrian  unit  to  ever 
enter  the  Rose  Parade. 

The  theme  of  the  parade  was  “Fun  N’  Games.”  Our  unit  was  lead  by  a 
banner  with  the  motto  “Your  National  Forests,  America’s  Playground”  to 
symbolize  the  wide  Vciriety  of  recreational  opportunities  in  the  national 
forests.  Behind  the  mciin  banner  rode  two  people  carrying  Forest  Service 
banners,  followed  by  a  line  of  nine  Regional  Foresters,  or  their  representa¬ 


tives,  on  horseback.  Immediately  behind  them 
was  the  Ninemile  PackTrciin,  flcinked  on  either  side 
by  a  representative  fisherman,  a  mountain  climber, 
a  family  getting  a  Christmas  tree,  two  canoers,  a 
skier,  and  a  backpacker.  Riders  carrying  National 
Centennial  banners  made  up  the  rear  line.  Banner 
carriers  wore  Forest  Service  field  uniforms  and 
black  leather  chaps;  the  Regional  Foresters  wore 
dress  uniforms  with  blazers.  Green  and  gold 
canvas  stenciled  with  Forest  Service  shields  and 
roses  covered  the  mule's  packs.  The  horses  wore 
green  and  white  saddle  pads  with  matching  breast 
collars,  and  green  and  yellow 
lapaderoes  with  the  Forest  Service 
logo.  We  really  looked  sharp! 

The  Northern  Region  was  rep¬ 
resented  at  the  parade  by  John 
Mumma,  Bob  Hoverson,  Cal  Samsel, 
Patty  Johnston,  Cliff  Mitchell,  Keith 
emd  Lorrciine  Parrish,  Ken  Blackbird, 
Laird  Robinson  and  Kimberly 
Delgado.

Checking  on  the  Air

D 

Mm  egion  One  is  developing  an  inventory  and  monitoring  pro¬ 
gram  to  assess  and  predict  the  impacts  of  air  pollution  on  our  forest  cind 
rangeland  resources.  One  of  our  efforts  is  based  on  Lost  Trail  Pass  at 
8,000  feet  on  Sula  District,  Bitterroot  National  Forest.  A  National 
Atmospheric  Deposition  Program  (NADP)  site  vy/as  installed  on  the  pass 
in  August  by  Bob  Hammer  of  the  Bitterroot  NF,  Chuck  Oppegcird,  Sula 
RD,  and  Mark  Story,  Gallatin  NF. 

The  site  began  operating  October  1  and  is  included  in  the  National 
NADP  network.  This  site  is  in  a  strategic  location  (on  the  Montana  cind 
Idaho  border)  to  diagnose  regional  atmospheric  deposition  patterns.  It 
is  the  only  high  elevation  NADP  site  in  Montana  or  Idciho. 

This  site  is  also  near  some  of  the  most  sensitive  high  alpine  lakes 
in  the  Selway-Bitterroot  Mountains.  Although  we  have  no  evidence  yet 
to  indicate  that  any  of  the  lakes  have  been  damaged  from  atmospheric 
deposition,  the  potential  exists  for  this  to  occur. 

From  1981-1984  the  Montana  Soil  Conservation  Service’s  Snow 
Survey  Unit  conducted  snow  pH  scimplings  at  each  of  the  snow  survey 
sites  in  the  State  and  found  that  in  southwest  Montana  snow  pH  was 


consistently  below  5.0  while  the  rest  of  the  State  was 
consistently  above  5.0.  An  obvious  hypothesis  is  the 
cirea’s  closer  proximity  to  smelters,  coal-fire  power 
plants,  cind  urban  areas  in  the  southwestern  U.S. 

The  site  will  operate  for  at  lecist  five  years,  depend¬ 
ing  on  results  eind  funding.

What  is  Elderhostel? 

Elderhostel  is  a  unique  learning 
opportunity  for  people  aged  60  or 
over  who  desire  to  have  a  short¬ 
term,  low  cost  academic  experi¬ 
ence  at  various  educational  insti¬ 
tutions.  Classes  are  taught  by  col¬ 
lege  faculty  and  other  qualified  in¬ 
structors  with  each  separate  pro- 
grcim  beginning  on  Sunday  evening  and  ending  Saturday 
morning.  Courses  are  not  for  credit  and  have  no  exams  or 
grades,  but  offer  a  variety  of  liberal  arts  and  sciences  subjects. 
The  group  that  came  to  Libby  were  part  of  the  Montcina 
Elderhostel  program  developed  through  Flathead  Valley 
Community  College. 

For  Jeff,  Elderhostel  was  a  new  experience  in  sharing  the 
programs  of  the  Forest  Service  with  a  group  of  seniors  who 
wanted  to  learn  all  they  could  in  the  condensed  time  allocated. 

Entitled,  “From  Stump  to  Store,  Lumber  Production  in  the 
Kootenai  Forest,”  the  program  followed  the  production  of 
lumber  from  the  planting  of  seedlings,  to  the  milling  and 
resource  management  by  both  private  industry  and  the 
Kootenai  National  Forest.  Cooperating  with  Jeff  in  the  class¬ 
room  and  field  activities  were  Pete  Van  Sickle  and  Frank  Cuff  of 


Libby’s  Chcimpion  International 
plant. 

Jeff  felt  the  program  title  was  a 
bit  misleading,  as  his  presentations 
included  fire  ecology,  wildlife  man¬ 
agement,  new  perspectives,  BMP’s 
and  a  host  of  other  environmental 
issues  the  Forest  and  industry  deal 
with  on  a  daily  basis,  far  beyond 
the  narrow  scope  of  lumber  pro¬ 
duction. 

It  was  obvious  that  Jeff  did  a 
good  job  and  the  participants  en¬ 
joyed  their  classroom  and  field  ex¬ 
periences,  because  the  Flathead 
Valley  Community  College  is  considering  the  Kootenai  program 
as  a  part  of  their  annual  curriculum  for  Elderhostel.

^  Tom  Kovalicky,  supervisor  of  the  Nez  Perce  NF 

y  for  the  past  eight  years,  retired  December  28.  Tom’s 
30-yeeir  Forest  Service  career  began  as  a  smokejumper 
in  Missoula.  He  held  positions  on  the  Bridger,  Challis  eind 
Sawtooth  NFs  before  coming  to  Region  One  in  1 976  as  wilder¬ 
ness  and  special  management  areas  asst,  in  the  R.O.  He  was 
deputy  forest  supervisor  for  the  Flathead  NF  from  1 980  until  he 
moved  to  the  Nez  Perce  NF  in  1 982  as  supervisor.  Well-known 
for  his  emphasis  on  fisheries  and  wildlife,  Tom  was  named 
“G^nservationist  of  the  Year”  by  the  Idaho  Wildlife  Federation

ince  1 988,  the  Flathead  NF  has,  through  a  cooperative 
agreement,  utilized  individuals  with  developmental  disabilities 
from  Flathead  Industries  to  do  a  variety  of  valuable  natural 
resource  tasks.  The  purpose  of  this  agreement  is  to  provide 
valuable  job  training,  meaningful  work  in  an  integrated 
workforce,  educational  outdoor  activities  which  enhance 
physical  and  mental  health,  and  promote  cultural  diversity. 

Participants  have  an  opportunity  to  interact  with  Forest  Service 
employees  and  the  public,  and  to  establish  positive  teamwork 
relationships  with  one  another  away  from  a  sheltered  work 
environment. 

The  ultimate  goal  of  Flathead  Industries  is  for  these  indi¬ 
viduals  to  become  qualified,  competent  employees  and  even¬ 
tually  be  hired  into  permanent  positions  with  the  Forest  Service 
and  other  businesses.  Two  aews  were  hired  Icist  year.  They 
cleaned  fire  pits,  installed  sign  posts,  painted  outdoor  toilets, 
placed  water  diversion  barriers,  and  more.  The  program  has 
been  very  successful.

In  Memoriam

Cost'Share  Project  Aids  Fish

M  he  Poweil  Satellite  Rearing  Facility  of  the  Cle<irwater  Hatch¬ 
ery,  was  the  site  for  a  challenge  cost-share  project  completed  last  fall. 
The  facility,  built  by  the  U.S.  Army  Qjrps  of  Engineers,  Wcis  completed 
in  1 990  for  the  capture  cind  spawning  of  adult  Chinook  salmon  and 
rearing  of  Chinook  fry.  It  is  located  on  Walton  Creek,  adjacent  to  the 
Lochsa  River,  on  Powell  Ranger  District,  and  is  managed  by  the  Idaho 
Department  of  Fish  and  Game  (IDFG). 

Operation  of  the  adult  capture  aspect  of  the  facility  began  in  the 
fall  of  1 989.  At  that  time,  it  was  apparent  that  the  entrance  to  the  fish 
trap  Wcis  very  difficult  for  fish  to  negotiate.  Powell  District  entered  into 
plans  with  IDFG  to  build  a  series  of  log  and  boulder  weirs  in  Walton 
Creek  to  ease  fish  passage. 

After  the  major  portion  of  the  1990  Chinook  run  had  been 
completed,  construction  of  the  weirs  began.  Powell  District  supplied 
the  project  planning,  design  and  most  of  the  workforce.  IDFG  paid  for 
part  of  the  cost  of  equipment  and  materials,  jed  Simon  of  Powell 
District  was  the  on-site  crew  boss  and  kept  the  project  moving  along 
at  a  brisk  pace,  jerry  McGehee,  Roger  Lanier,  and  Ron  Harmon  of  IDFG 
helped  with  the  project.  Harmon  assisted  by  raising  and  lowering 
water  levels  in  Walton  Creek. 

All  those  on  the  crew  that  had  worked  on  previous  weir  projects 
were  appreciative  of  having  the  option  to  “turn  off  the  water”  in  the 
stream.  The  water  in  Walton  Creek  is  partially  dlve.ried  to  the  rearing 


pond  and  the  adult  holding  raceways.  As  the  aew  was 
in  the  construction  phase  of  each  weir,  most  of  the 
water  was  diverted,  leaving  the  stream  considerably 
smaller  and  easier  to  work  in. 

A  total  of  four  log  weirs  and  three  boulder  weirs 
were  constructed  over  the  course  of  a  week.  The  water 
level  at  the  fish  trap  is  now  high  enough  for  fish  to  easily 
enter  the  trap,  and  the  passage  up  the  stream  to  the 
trap  is  eased  through  a  series  of  pools. 

An  unexpected  bonus  to  the  project  is  the  clear 
view  visitors  to  the  facility  will  have  of  the  adult  Chinook 
salmon  leaping  over  the  weirs  on  their  migration 
upstream. 
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
